A Praiseworthy Enterprise Orlglmited b^ 


H Vount; Lady of Loiulon.

An association has been organized in Lon- 


don for the- purposo of securing the uso of 
unoccupied lots and other vacant places for 
playgrounds for children and for employing 
suitable persons to take chargo ot thorn. A 
considerable sum has boon collected, which 
onruost and philanthropic men and woman 
will tnko charge of.

Cow have offered to supply water and drink- 
ing-cups, and to eroct suitable protection 
against tbo sun,. The money collected by 
contribution will be dovotod to keeping tho 
ground* in good condition, to supply water, 
eroding swings and seats, and paying com- 
petent persons to havo on oversight oC the 
children and property. Tho school authori- 
ties have plaood tho grounds about the 
school buildings at tho disposal of tho asso- 
ciation, and they will bo kept open on Sat- 
urdays and during all vacation?. In most 
casou tho janitors o£ tho buildings will act as 
care-takers, but ono of tho female teachers 
or some othor competent woman will aid in 
looking after tho children. 


Tho credit of starting this -ontorprisa Is 


duo to a young woman, who came to tho 
conclusion thft cbildron of tho great metrop- 
olis woro bettor provided with everything 
olso that tboy needed than with an oppor- 
tunity to play in tho opon air. 
Many llvod 


in tho upper stories of very high buildings 
to which thoro woro no yards attached. 
Thoy bad no opportunity for taking oxer 
ciso in tho opon air except in the crowded 
streets. Others lived on narrow streets in 
which it was dangerous for children to vent- 
ure alone. Many poor women were so busily 
engaged that they rarely La.d time to take 
children out for an airing. 


It appeared to this socslblo English girl 


that it would bo a good thing to roliovo 
tlieso tired mothers of tbo caro of their chil- 
dren, on Saturdays and occasionally during 
tho vacations of schools. It appeared to her 
too that the cbildron themselves would bo 
groatly boneCtod by an opportunity to play 
in somo placo where thoy would be uudor 
suitable care and protection. She proposed 
her schomti in a sorios o£ communications to 
tho leading papors. and tbo entorpriso soon 
found strong supi»rK>rs among persons of 
wealth and influence. The young woman is 
deserving of a nice place 
among

Winans read the following message: 
Gcnllsmcii i>f the Common Council: 


The voters of tho city ot Janesville 


have placed the municipal government 
of the city in our keeping, and we hav- 
ing accepted tho trusts, need no admoni- 
tion to remind us, that wo have assumed 
important duties and grave responsibili- 
ties—the proper discharge o£ which will 
take much ot our time, will need our 
close attention and require tho exercise 
o£ our best judgments. 


Tho people, whoso servants \vo are, 


and whose interests we are to guard and 
promote, have the right to demand, and 
will expect, an intelligent, faithful ond 
economical administration of the affairs 
of tho city, and I trust wo shall so de- 
mean ourselves in all matters, both in 
and out ot ..the council room, as to retain 
this confidence and respect. While wo 
cannot hope to please all, however well 
we may discharge our varied and various 
datics, still, it we steadily keep in view 
the best interests of tho oity, are reason- 
able iu our tax levies, economical in oity 
expenditures and firm in tho enforce- 
ment ot all laws and ordinances essen- 
tial to good government, the suppression 
of vice and immorality, the preservation 
of peace and good order, and the health 
and safety of the citizens, wo may rea- 
sonably expect tho approval, at least of a 
majority. 


Tho charter requires that the mayor 


shall from time to time, give the council 
such information, and recommend such 
measures as ho may deem advantageous 
to the city.- In obedience to its • require- 
ments, I recommend for your considera- 
tion as follows: 


1. Thut the wants ot the fire depart- 


ment be generously supplied from time 
to time, that its continued efficiency may 
be assured. 


2. That license tc deal in intoxicating 


liquors ba- withheld from those who 
have wilfully and persistently violated 
the laws in relation thereto, and that 
none bo granted, except to such as there 
shall Lie good reason to believe will ob- 
serve tho same in the future. That those 
licensed be made to understand that 
wilful violations will surely result in the 
revocation of the offender's license. 


3. That our public schools have all the 


aid and support tho council can giye to 
them. 


4. Xhat the use of gravel on our streets 


bo continued; that as many be graveled 
tho present year as tho condition of the 
respective ward funds will permit of, ond 
that West Milwaukee street be re-paved. 


5. That 
all 
defective 
side-walks 


throughout the city be repaired or re- 
laid as soon as possible. 


C. That the railroad companies whose 


tracks are upon and across Jackson, High, 
Academy and Pleasant streets, be re- 
quired to place Ilagmen or gates at each 
ot said orosssing; or better, that the use 
o! said streets as switch yards, be pro- 
hibited under penalties. 


7. That the street commissioner to be 


appointed, shall have capacity and fitness 
for the intelligent discharge of his im- 
portant duties, 


S. That our manufacturing industries 


be fostered, nud Ihe building of othero 
encouraged. 


D. That further encroachments on, and 


the placing pC obstructions in Bock river 
witbin the city, he prevented. 


10. That all legal moans be invoked 


for the protection of our resident mer- 
chants and traders who contribute to 
our taxes and are identified with our in- 
terests, against transients who bringhere 
and sell goods that have been rejected in 
other markets. 


In conducting the affairs of the oity, 


we must bear in mind that our powers 
are limited, to such as are expressly con- 
ferred; that taxation is restricted in 
amount, und limited to certain specified 
purposes; to mako valid our acts and 
save the oity from expensive litigation, 
we must keep within tho letter and spirit' 
of the character. 


-To save ourselves from liability to pen- 


alties, womust appropriate no monies 
for any purpose save such as are express- 
ly BUiliorized by tho charter; must au- 
thorize no order to be drawn on 
any fund, except for the .purpose for 
which 
it was raised; must contract 


no 
indebtedness 
or 
incur 
any 


liability in ony ono year, payable out of 
any fund to a greater amount than the 
amount of such funds raised in such 
year, aud roust authorize no order to be 
drawn OD, or appropriate any money 
from any fun j to pay any claim or de- 
mand not payable out of suoh fund. 
And auy member of the council who 
votes in disregard of said restrictions 
on our power shall incur a penalty of 
fifty dollars for each violation,. That 
said restrictions will in many ways em- 
barrass the conned and retard if not pre- 
vent the doing of many things that will 
ho expected of the aldermen and the 
council, IJhavo no doubt. Nevertheless 
tho fault will be with tho charter, for 
which the people, and not you, are re- 
sponsible, 


I have suggested that our manufact- 


uring institutions should bo 
fostered 


and the building o" new ones encour- 
aged. Not that tho council can aid 
them with tbe funds of tho city, but as 
its representatives many things can be 
said and done to promote their success 
arid encourage the building. 
The 


future of our city Inrgely depends on 
the success ot those we have, and as it is 
ours, S3 it is the duty of every citizen, 
ia so far as he is able, by word and deed, 
to do what he can to insure their suc- 
cess. Close our manufactories and our 
citizens would soon realize what I fear 
many do not now, that those who have 
given their time and money to them are 
public benefactors, and entitled to our 
generous aid if aid be needed. Sur- 
rounded as we are by a rich agricultural 
district, its trade alone will not sustain 
pur present population, and to increase 
it wo must, by our local industries, in- 
vite others to come. 
While oar water 


power is good, its value depends en its 
successful use, and its successful use 
almost 
wholly 
depends 
on our- 


selves. 
Especially 
aro 
our reil 


estate 
owners, 
merchants 
and 


traders who largely profit 
by tho 


earnings ot labor, interested in this mat- 
ter, and I earnestly commend it to their 
consideration.
